PRIMARY EXAMINER 
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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are unpersuasive. Due 
to the time restrictions regarding after final responses, an interview could not be performed before a response is giving. Applicant has 
primarily two arguments: (1 ) the teaching of Nguyen does not teach an update consumer that updates the state of the associated state 
machine and (2) that the Examiner's correlation to the update consumer are not applied, i.e invoked, or registered. These arguments are 
unpersuasive. Regarding the first point, the claims allow for the update consumer to only be interpreted as an entity that can update the 
state of the state machine. Nguyen teaches that its state objects which is created from a base state class contains an action that 
executes a program or system command to perform a particular corrective action, such as alter the operation of a hardware or software 
component (col. 6, lines 25-35). The state machine which is defined as an agent would be considered a software component (col. 4, 
lines 4-8). Therefore, the state object would be considered a update consumer since it is capable of updating the state machine. 
Regarding the second point, Nguyen states that a transition condition may evaluate whether the measured parameter exceeds threshold, 
if truey then the current state becomes the state associated with the transition condition and upon moving to the transition state, the state 
action is executed (col. 4, lines 17-54). Therefore, the update consumer is would have to be registered with the transition condition, 
either pre-execution or otherwise, and invoked based upon the condition being true. If the action was never registered with the condition, 
it would not be capable of being invoked. As proper under M.P.E.P. 2111, the claims have been given the broadest possible 
interpretation consistent with the specification. Since there is no adverse limitation in the claims that would preclude the Examiner's 
interpretation from performing, the rejection to the claims are maintained. 
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
